Regina, July 9—That the Canadian 
Northern railway have figured upon 
Regina to be the most important 
centre on the company's system was 
the information conveyed to the city 
council by Vice-President D. D. Mann 
at a conference held here on Tuesday 
last. Mr. Mann pointed out to mem- 
bers of the counei? thet Regina oceu- 
pied # position almost midway be- 
tween the Great Lakes and the Pacific 
coast, and this has so strongly im- 
pressed the C. N. R. management that 
it has been definitely decided to make 
this city the chief divisional point on 
their system between Winnipeg on the 
east and Edmonton and Calgary on 
the west. In fact, the Canadian Nor- 
thern has decided to construct a new 
main line to Edmonton, using their 
Winnipeg, Brandon, Regina route as 
the first section of the new line. From 
Regina the Prince Albert branch will 
be utilized to a point at or near 
Craik, and from there a new line will 
be built, crossing south of Saskatoon 
at the Elbow and running northwest 
to Edmonton and on to the Pacific 
coust. This new route will replace 
the present C. N. R. main line for 
transcontinetal traffic. The C. N. R. 
will also build a line from Battleford 
to Calgary. This line will cross the 
new main line at a point soathweést 
of Battleford. As a result of the 
buidiing of this new main line and 
the extension to Calgary, the C. N. 
R. will obtain a shorter route from 
Calgary to Winnipeg via Regina than 
the present C. P. R. line. In view of 
the plans outlined above and the rak- 
ing of this city by far the most im- 
portant C. N. R, point on the prairies 
west of Winnipeg it necessarily fol- 
lows that the comrpany must .:reet 
not only a passenger and freight «e- 
pot adequate to handle the busi1-ss 
at sueh point, but it must have a 
large round ‘house, shops and exten- 
sive yerd facilities. Provision would 
have also to be made for the dining 
and sleeping car services. Regina 
would also. become the most import- 
ant despatching centre, 

Mr. Mann had certain requests to 
make to council, these had to do 
solely with the matter of entrance into 
the ciy and the obtaining of a central 
site for a passenger station site which 
Mr. Mann asked for. In regard to this 
the council were unanimous, saying 
that it would only be granted on con. 
dition that it was made a union sta- 
tion for all roads entering the city. 
In reply Mr. Mann pointed out that 
inasmuch as the C, P. R, was the 
pioneer road here, it might refuse to 
enter into any union depot proposi- 
tion and he wanted to know if their 
reiusal to do so would prevent other 
roads from obtaining the suggested 
site. The council informally expres- 
sed the opinion that the refusal of 
the C. P. R. to join in the project 
would not necessarily debar the other 
roads, but they would insist that it 
be a union station for the C. N, R. 
and dny and all other roads which 
might in future enter the city,
